Tabloid Publisher Faces 
Charges Of Defamatory 
Libel At Sudbury 


SUDBURY, Ont, Oct. 30—-A 
second charge of defamatory libel 
was preferred Saturday against 
Richard Sair, managing editor of 
the Toronto weekly tabloid 
“Hush”, shortly after he had been 
committed for trial on a charge 
flaid by W. E. Mason, publisher of 
the Sudbury Star. Sair was freed 
under $2,000 bail. 


The complainant in the second 
case is Dr. John Wasylenki, former- 
ly on the medical staff of Internat- 
ional Nickel Company, but now in 
private practice here. Dr. Wasylenki 
said two statements jn the article 
hold him up to ridicule and con- 
tempt in the community. 


DENIES ALLEGATION 

One referred to him as head of a 
Ukrainian Fascist organization in 
Sudbury. The physician denied this, 
saying the organization he headed 
was. thoroughly Canadian. The sec- 
ond statement referred to a toast al- 
legedly made at a public gathering
